The Question About the Connection 
Between Blindness and Sin, verses 1-6. 
The Jews held that calamities were 
always the result of sin, as the great 
drama of Job so strikingly proclaims. 
“Rabbi, who sinned, this: man, or his 
parents, that he should be born blind?” 
questioned the disciples as they came 
upon a man blind from his birth, sit- 
ting where beggars sat at: the gate of 
the temple. “The disciples” see the 
difficulty of the drthodox Jewish ex- 
planation. There is probably a refer- 
ence either to the Greek view of the 
soul’s pre-existence, or to the posst- 
bility of prenatal sin, an idea recogniz- 
ed in Rabbinic theology” (Peake).

such as clays, coals, oil, gas, and so- 
dium and magnesium salts have been 
jattracting the attention of capital 
with the result that considerable ac- 
tivity is evidenced in all the minerals 
mentioned. 

The steadily increasing interest in 
the sodium sulphate deposits induced 
the Mines Branch of the Department 
of Mines, Ottawa, to institute a de- 
tailed investigation of such deposits 
to determine, if possible, the economic 
value and the extent of reserves. The 
work has been in progress during the 
field seasons of 1921, 1922 and 1928. 

Natural occurrences of sodium min- 
eral salts are known in the provinces 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta 
and British Columbia, either in the 
form of bedded deposits or as brines. 
Some are of considerable extent and 
are probably of sufficient size to war- 
rant commercial exploitation, provid- 
ed ecqnomic methods of recovery can 
be developed and markets secured. 

Two of these deposits are being 
operated and plans are under way for 
the opening up of other deposits. Salts 
and Chemicals, Limited, are operating 
a deposit at Dana, Saskatchewan, for 
the recovery of sodium sulphate from 
the bed of Muskiki lake, 23 miles west 
of Humboldt, Saskatchewan. The 
crude salts, running approximately 95 
per cent hydrous sodium sulphate, are 
harvested in the winter months and 
placed in stock piles from which they 
are later treated in the company’s 
drying plant on the property. The 
crude salts are treated, reprecipitat- 
ed in the anhydrous form and dried 
ready for the market. The capacity 
of this plant is 100 tons of dried salt 
per day of 24 hours. | '

The operations of the companies 
mentioned above (and the possibility 
of other deposits being opened up in 
the near future) *should bring the 
mineral possibilities of the western 
Provinces before the public and should 
form the nucleus of an industry which

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ial Indemnities 


The subject of indemnities paid to Senators, ‘mesons of Parliament andy}, 
of Legislatures, which was dealt with in a previous article; is beginning to 
attract widespread attention throughout Canada, and, if the generality of vot- 

_ers proceed now to make their voices heard, there would appear to be strong 
hopes of success crowning the efforts of those who advocate this yery neces- 
sary reform and consequent reduction in taxation. 

The Union of Municipalities of Alberta-is openly advocating a reduction 
of sessional indeminties, and in view of the fact that in Alberta the sessional 
indemnity is $2,000, such action is not surprising, and especially so as.for 
some years past the Alberta budget has not balanced and the Province has 
gone steadily into debt to meet its current expenditures.- The Alberta’Union 
‘of Muntcipalities goes farther and adyocates a reduction in the salaries of 
eabinet ministers and of all Government employees receiving in éxcess of 
$3,000 per year. 

In the British Columbia Tegislature a Conservative member, Reginald 
Hayward, advocated a reduction in the members’ indemnities, but there. was 
prompt and vigorous oppostiion from the members generally. British Colum- 
bia, however, has just recently passed through a general election, and the 
members, secure in their seats for a number of years, see no reason for cut- 
ting their incomes. This leads the Winnipeg Tribune to suggest that action 
looking to the reduction of indemnities shouldbe taken/at the last session 
before an election because “few members due to face their constituents with- 
in a short time would care to be on record upholding the present amount of 
the indemnities, 

With a general élection impending in at least-one of the Prairie Provy- 
inces, Saskatchew an, and with the Legislature itself on record in favor of a 
reduction in the cost of the legislative machinery through a reduction in the 
number of members, pressure should now be brought to bear by the people of

To- 
day there are 96 Senators, an increase of 15, and 234 M.P.’s, an increase of 
20, and they each receive a sessional indemnity of $4,000, or total indemnities 


of $1,320,000 per session. In addition they enjoy other perquisities, vot the 
least of which is free transportation on all the railw ays of Canada. 

The membership of the House of Commons is- fixed by the British North 
America Act, and while the present membership may not be considered unduly 
large in view of the extent of the Dominion and its varied and frequently con- 


Commons is not to become an unnecessarily large and unwieldy body.. The 
sessional idemity can, however, be easily, reduced. The fixing of the indem- 
nity Is in the hands of the members themselves. :
